A Square Deal or 10 Per Cent? 


sae Thoroughbred horsemen, as well as to the 

American citizenry in general, Washington’s 
so-called five per centers were a villainous set 
of thieves. The revelation of their assorted 
depredations evoked a major scandal, and inci- 
dentally must have helped persuade a consider- 
able number of voters that a change of adminis- 
tration might bring about an improvement in 
governmental morals. 


The sins of other people are terribly repre- 
hensible. As for our own, we tend to get used 
to them, to rationalize them, to make a virtue of 
a supposed necessity—to forget, as Washing- 
ton’s five per centers did, that we are not the 
sole judges. 

So, in connection with Thoroughbred auc- 
tion sales, and especially in connection with 
yearling auctions, we have a considerable group 
of ten per centers. If their names were pub- 
lished the story would make the front pages of 
many of the country’s biggest newspapers—the 
same papers which under current conditions 
appear to hold that the news of racing and 
breeding is not worth the paper it takes to print 
it. The country, in all probability, would be 
more scandalized at the petty thievery of a few 
horsemen than at the wholesale graft of Wash- 
ington’s “influence men.” 


As to the actual amount of ten per centing 
there are, of course, no statistics. But there is 
enough that the pattern is quite well known 
not only to those who participate in the fraud 
but also to those who scorn it and thus become, 
in some degree, its victims. 


A trainer arrives for the auctions. He is 
loaded with some one else’s money—the money 
of the prospective purchaser. He knows from 
previous experience that if he buys a yearling 
from the consignment of Breeder A, he gets 
back 10 per cent of the purchase price, not for 
the account of the owner he represents, but for 
his own pocket. To discover the attitude of 
Breeder B he may have to make discreet in- 
quiries, and if B refuses to have anything to do 
with such a swindle then the trainer crosses the 
whole consignment off his list. Because A has 
sold his yearlings for something more than they 
are worth, B runs the risk of selling his for 
something less than they are worth. 


Suppose, in this situation, that you are a 
trainer. In order to represent your employer 
honestly you cannot afford to accept a gratuity 


(to use the mildest word possible) from the 
seller, whom you do not represent. But in order 
to have a chance at some of the more desirable 
yearlings you must bid in competition with 
others who are concerned that the price shall 
be high in order that the bribe they plan 
to accept shall be high. You may hesitate to 
spend your owner’s money in such unprincipled 
competition. If you can’t beat ’em, the tempta- 
tion to join ’em is very strong; you may, in fact, 
get the feeling that you are something of a sap 
if you do not go ahead and pocket the 10 per 
cent that is waiting for those who who ‘“co- 
operate.” Even if you remain completely honest, 
you will feel a little dirtier for having been 
“propositioned.” 


Suppose you are a breeder and a consignor. 
You are faced at once with the decision between 
honesty and 10 per cent. If you refuse the 10 
per cent, you know that some of the higher- 
bidding trainers will find reason not to like your 
horse. You will see your competitor’s yearlings 
sell for more than they are worth, yours possibly 
for something less than they are worth. You 
begin to speculate upon the financial merits of 
honesty. 


But suppose, finally, that you are an owner. 
It may come as something of a shock when you 
learn that the man you have hired to select 
good yearlings for you has also been hired by 
the consignor to pay a high price for whatever 
he buys. Even if he collects the 10 per cent 
and turns it back to you, he has participated 
in the fraud and helped to perpetuate it; the 
yearling has cost more than it would have if 
all the bidders had been representing their 
principals honestly. Under such circumstances 
you have several choices as to what course to 
follow. You can participate and be a sucker. 
You can remain ignorant and wonder whether 
your trainer is double-crossing you. You can do 
your own buying and face the competition of 
the grafters. Or you can go away quietly and 
spend your money in some more agreeable 
fashion. 


Racing, it appears to us, has attained enough 
maturity that it has an obligation to remove 
the necessity for breeder and trainer to decide 
between a square deal and 10 per cent. Most 
of them, we presume, have decided for the 
square deal; but it is a vicious situation that 
they should have to decide at all.

Selection of Racing Material—parr 1 


T SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD at the outset that 
there are no hard and fast rules for the selec- 
tion of young horses to be used for racing. There are 
certain considerations that may be used as guides 
for selection, but they are only general principles 
and it will not be unusual to encounter exceptions 
to them. 


In selecting yearlings as prospective race horses, 
a trainer considers some basic points. For example 
he would avoid choosing a yearling with too-straight 
pasterns, a narrow head, small eyes, a shoulder that 
does not set properly, sickle hocks, feet that toe in 
or out, small or contracted feet, and narrow hips. 
Neither would he want a yearling with a dull or 
listless personality, indicating a lack of spirit and 
animation and giving the impression of the absence 
of intelligence and responsiveness. 


A well-set pastern is sloped at an angle of about 
45 degrees from the cannon bone, which is the por- 
tion of the leg between the ankle and the knee or 
the hock. If the pastern seems to stem directly from 
the cannon bone, it is too straight. Such a pastern 
places an undue strain on some tendons and liga- 
ments, and the horse may be expected to go lame 
eventually. The lameness may show up in the ankle 
joint or the knee; more likely it will be in the knee. 
When a horse is galloping, each leg in turn supports 
his entire weight, and if the pastern is too straight 
the ankle joint does not flex enough to absorb its 
share of the impact. The shock from galloping there- 
fore is transmitted to the upper part of the leg, 
especially the knee.

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When a horse is galloping, each leg in turn supports his 
entire weight. 
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A short pastern is much preferred to one that is 
too long, although a pastern can be too short, giving 
a horse a pony-like construction. On the other hand, 
a pastern that is too long tends to overstrain the 
tendons. I also have seen horses with long pasterns 
cut their elbows while galloping, when the fore leg 
was folded back at the end of a stride, because of the 
unusual length of pastern. A young horseman would 
bet that that couldn’t happen. I would have doubted 
it too, until I saw it. One horse that I trained cut 
his elbows so badly because of long pasterns that I 
had to race him without shoes on his front feet. In 
fact I have trained two horses that hit their elbows 
this way, and many older horsemen have had the 
same experience. 


Horses with shoulders that are set on too straight 
do not, as a rule, run very far. When a shoulder is set 
too close to the vertical the horse is not well equipped 
mechanically for striding out and getting over the 
ground. His reach is limited. He has to work harder 
than a horse with a well-set shoulder, and he tires 
more easily. Nine out of ten-good horses—the per- 
centage may be even higher—have a nice sloping 
shoulder. 


Sickle hocks are ugly, but I am not certain just 
how much of a handicap they are. Mechanically they 
seem to be all wrong, because they limit the extension 
of the hind leg and would not seem to be adapted for 
long, easy strides. It also seems likely that they are 
a sufficient departure from normal to place a strain 
on other parts of a horse’s running machinery. How- 
ever, some good race horses have had sickle hocks, 
and possibly a young horse should not be faulted too 
much if his hind legs are not quite straight. It prob- 
ably is a good idea, though, to reject a horse whose 
hocks are out of line to an exaggerated degree. 


The two best horses I ever trained were George 
Smith and General Thatcher. Both had perfectly 
straight hocks. But Tambour and Voltear, two other 
good horses that I trained, had very bad hock action 
when they were running. Tambour, whom I bred, 
won the Selima Stakes and the Coaching Club Amer- 
ican Oaks, among other races. Her hind legs twisted 
so badly when she was running that I had to put 
clamps on her rear plates so she wouldn’t twist them 
off. Voltear, winner of the Chesapeake Stakes and 
other good races, had similar trouble. 

I don’t like a horse whose hocks are set too close

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ABOUT PRESTON BURCH 


Nothing will make a man learn a business faster than to have his own 
money invested in it. When Preston M. Burch was 18 years old he 
bought his first Thoroughbred, and he perforce began to train horses to win 
races. This was in 1902. During the intervening half-century he has been 
a foremost trainer both in the United States and Europe. He has trained for 
some of the leading owners in this country, and at present he is the trainer 
of Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable. whose horses led the 
American Turf in 1950 with $651,399 
gained from 100 firsts, 94 seconds, 
and 61 thirds. 


Preston Burch was born at Au- 
gusta, Ga., on August 25, 1884. His 
father was William Preston Burch, 
who as a boy trained and rode Quar- 
ter Horses and served as courier for 
General Wade Hampton during the 
Civil War. William Burch afterward 
devoted his life to training and met 
with considerable success at it. Under 
the tutelage of his father and his 
uncle, Green B. Morris, one of the 
great old-time horsemen, Preston 
Burch learned the sound principles 
of horsemanship that he has built 
his success upon. 


As evidence of the regard in 
which he is held by other trainers, 
Preston Burch, one of the founders 
of the American Trainers’ Association, 
was elected the first president and 
held the office for seven years. Besides developing good horses, Mr. Burch 
has had a hand in educating some first-class trainers. These include Richard 
Handlen, Burley Parke (who was under him as an apprentice jockey and later 
as stable agent and assistant trainer), and Oscar White. The most recent of 
his “students” is his son, Elliott Burch, who assists with the Brookmeade 
Stable end has the family love for horses. The late Selby Burch, a brother to 
Preston Burch, also was a successful trainer. 


The first horse owned by Preston Burch was a bay gelding named Stuyve, 
by Stuyvesant—Katie A.. by Hyder Ali. The horse won under the Burch 
colors—blue, orange cuffs and cap—a few days after he was bought, and he 
continued to win under Mr. Burch’s training. Some of Mr. Burch’s early 
experience was gained in Canada, where he did well with horses owned by 
F. R. Hitchcock, John E. Madden, Newton Bennington, H. K. Knapp, and 
others. Later he trained the Chelsea Stable owned by Russell Tucker and 
Ernest La Montagne. On November 7, 1908. he saddled four winners for the 
Chelsea Stable. They were Taboo. Connaught Ranger, Aster d’Or and The 
Wrestler. 


After the “Hughes Law” killed racing in New York in 1910, Preston 
Burch went to France, where he trained for Harry La Montagne, William 
Astor Chanler, and John Sanford. He raced in France, Italy, Germany, 
Switzerland, and Belgium, and had success with steeplechasers as well as 
flat racers. With Mr. La Montagne’s Sultan VII he won the Grand Steeple- 
chase International, at Milan, Italy’s most important steeplechase. Later he 
returned to the States and trained for such owners as John Sanford, George 
Wingfield, Charles T. Fisher, Admiral Cary T. Grayson, Samuel Ross, Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords, William du Pont. Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott. Don- 
ald Ross, Henry Lustig, Mr. La Montagne, and Richard and Deering Howe. 
In 1943 he assumed the management of Mrs. Sloane’s Brookmeade racing 
and breeding interests. 

Mr. Burch’s eye for young racing prospects led him to select George 
Smith, the 1916 Kentucky Derby winner, for John Sanford. He later trained 
the horse as a 5-year-old, when he was considered the best handicapper of the 
year, and had the pleasure of seeing him win the Bowie Handicap over *Omar 
Khayyam and Exterminator, two other Derby winners. 


Among other horses trained by Mr. Burch have been Firethorn, winner 
of the Lawrence Realization, the Suburban Handicap, and the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup (twice); Boatswain, winner of the Withers Stakes; Regal Lily, an 
Alabama winner; Creole Maid, a Coaching Club American Oaks winner; 
Wand, winner of the Matron Stakes: Sweep All, winner of the Endurance 
Handicap; *White Clover, winner of the Suburban Handicap; the great 
steeplechaser Battleship; and many others. The Brookmeade Stable of 1950, 
when the stable led the money-winning list, included the stakes winners 
Greek Ship. Sunglow, Atalanta, Going Away, Dart By, and Ouija. The stable 
also included the 2-year-old Bold, which won the Preakness the following 
year. The 1952 stable includes Sky Ship, winner of the Florida Derby and 
a division of the Swift Stakes. 


Mr. Burch also has been successful as a breeder. In partnership with 
W. L. Brann he bred Gallorette, one of the greatest race mares, and he has 
bred other stakes winners. 

Preston Burch is generous with advice and help for younger trainers, and 


he will usually find an opportunity to tell them: “Make winning a purse your 
first objective. Make betting incidental.” 
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together, like a cow’s. They don’t have smooth action, 
and they generally interfere. A horse who inter- 
feres hits his legs together, causing cuts and bruises. 
Improper shoeing will often throw a horse off bal- 
ance and cause him to cut himself. If a horse is 
perfectly made, a good blacksmith can stop him from 
hitting himself, but if the hocks are malformed or the 
feet and legs are not set on properly, the blacksmith 
can’t do much about it. 

A horse with a cannon 
bone that is “‘tied-in” is more 
likely to go wrong than a 
horse with wide bone. A tied- 
in cannon bone is narrower 
than it should be just below 
the back of the knee. The 
tendons of the lower leg 
therefore are out of line and 
are subjected to abnormal 
strain. And of course the 
narrowing of the bone means 
that the bone structure at 
that point is not as strong as 
it should be. 

I thoroughly dislike calf- 
kneed horses, or horses “back 
at the knee.” They invariably 
go wrong in the tendon just 
bchind the kneg, and they in- 
variably go wrong early. A 
case that brings this strongly 
to mind concerns some of the 
produce of the broodmare 
Flota, owned by Brookmeade 
Farm. Her first foal, War- 
ship, was calf-kneed. He 
went wrong very early in his 


2-year-old season. He was turned out for a year and 
was brought back to the races in 1946, as a 3-year- 
old. He went wrong again in a winning race and 
didn’t start again until. 1948. He won in 1948 and 
1949. He was a grand looking horse except for being 
calf-kneed, and I am sure that he was cut out to be 
a top racer. Flota’s second foal was Airmada. He had 
the same calf knees. He went wrong early in his 
2-year-old training and was turned out on the farm. 
He was not sound enough to stand training until 
1948, when he won as a 4-year-old. After a rest at 
the farm he came back again to win in 1950, when 
he was six years old. He was not as good looking as 
Warship and was not as good a horse, but he would 
have been a most useful animal had it not been for 
his knees.

Because of these two foals, we all but sold the 
mare. However, her third foal was Seaward, whose 
knees are normal and who has won more than 
$200,000. Flota still is owned by Brookmeade Farm 
and is producing well. She is a handsome, well made 
mare and there is no doubt in my mind that the 
faulty knees of Warship and Airmada cannot be 
charged against her. 

A horse that is “over” at the knees, which is the 
opposite of calf knees, generally trains all right, 
though his knees are a bit ugly. This condition 
usually becomes more pronounced as a horse grows 
older, and some people might object to it in a stallion 
because of its unsightliness. However, I am sure that 
it doesn’t bother the horse. 

A horse that toes in or out is very likely to strike 
himself while running, and again such a variation 
from what we call the normal places an abnormal

strain on other parts of the leg. This strain may fall 
on the ankles, or if the twist in the leg structure that 
causes a horse to toe in or out originates near the 
knee, then it may be expected that if trouble develops, 
it will be in the knee.

Successor to Casey Hayes; 


A Filly Named Confederacy 


New York 


A slightly new order was set a-foot last 
Saturday when Belluno. carrying the 
white and blue blocks of C. T. Chenery, 
won the second race at Aqueduct. J. H. 
(Casey) Hayes. who had started training 
for Mr. Chenery in 1943, and had never 
trained for any other owner, resigned his 
position as of July 1 and took over the 
Maine Chance Farm horses for Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Graham. Into his position went W. 
R. Tayloe. for whom Belluno was the first 
winner. 

Whether Mr. Chenery has theories on 
where to find trainers I do not know, 
but he’s following a pattern. Mr. Hayes 
had not trained racers before; he had 
been an instructor in polo and jumping 
and riding at various places. the last of 
them the Boulder Brook Club at Scars- 
dale. When he started training, he knew 
horses well, but not racing. and he de- 
veloped, in particular, Hill Prince. Man- 
gohick, and Bryan G. 

Mr. Tayloe has something of the same 
background. A great deal of his exper- 
ience came from handling Army horses 
at Fort Riley and Fort Reno, and he also 
has had some experience with jumpers. 
Since the first of the year he had been 
training a few horses for Mr. Chenery—not 
good ones, the owner says—and others. and 
his taking over of the main string repre- 
sents his first major job in this department. 
He starts. as Mr. Hayes did. without any 
outstanding horse in the stable. Bryan G. 
being rested currently. Mangohick past 
his best days. and Hill Prince in the stud. 

His inexperience with flat racing almost 
cost him his first victory. Belluno., which 
races in the $12.500 class. was put in a 
race in which the weight was 122 pounds, 
with various allowances. Being somewhat 
unfamiliar with the records of the horses 
he was taking over. Mr. Tayloe went to 
one of the officials—I haven't been able 
to find out which one—and asked what 
weight Belluno should carry. He was told 
122 pounds. But Belluno had won only 
one race. and the conditions said plainly 
that non-winners of two were allowed 
seven pounds. Belluno should. conse- 
quently have carried 115. a circumstance 
which was discovered in the paddock. 
when it was too late. 

The situation was what you might 
call unhappy. but Belluno relieved it by 
winning anyway. He was falling to pieces 


through the last sixteenth. with his legs 
going every way. but Eric Guerin man- 
aged to hold him together to win by a 
nose, after leading by three lengths at 
the furlong-pole. It was too close, though, 
and I'd guess that as of right now Mr. 
Tayloe can recite the racing record of 
every horse in his stable. 


REVIVAL. The customers on July 5— 
it’s really too bad it couldn’t have been 
a day earlier—looked twice at the favor- 
ite in the fourth race. This was a filly 
named Confederacy, and the silks she 
carried were, essentially, the Stars and 
Bars, front and back. Sew two Confederate 
flags together and add sleeves in the gray 
of the old South, and you just about have 
it. She’d been out once before at Aque- 
duct. but it was on an off-day. when 
horseplayers don’t look up from their 
studies except to watch the tote board. 


Confederacy, owned by Jack Denis. of 
Tennessee. was not off very well—for a 
stride or two she was last or next to last. 
But then she took off. had the lead in a 
furlong. and coasted in by six lengths. 
She’s trained by Billy Post. who had 
remarked before the race that whatever 
she did. she was going to Chicago to run 
for the Lassie. He said this, at the time. 
with the air of a man who wasn't quite 
sure he’d heard right, but after the race 
he was considerably more cheerful. 
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In her first start at Aqueduct she had 
been ridden by Jim Nichols, and appar- 
ently was a little unlucky to lose by a 
head. or at least had a trifle the worst 
of the going. Nichols. going about in the 
jockey room before the race. had got 
quite a ribbing from his fellow riders, 
and among other things was asked to 
reproduce the rebel yell. 

“Hell.” said Mr. Nichols elegantly. 
“I’m from New Mexico. We didn’t have 
to secede. We hadn’t got into the Union.” 

Winning a maiden race and winning the 
Arlington Futurity are not quite the same 
thing, of course. Confederacy had been 
third in her first start. behind Melanesian 
(another Polynesian 2-year-old) at Mon- 
mouth. But she has shown excellent speed 
in all three of her starts, so she’s got a 
chance. She’s by Balladier—Forerunner, 
by *Blenheim II. and she was foaled at 
her owner's farm at Brentwood, Tenn. 


ORDER. Sickle’s Image. which may be 
the most traveled filly of her age. did not 
get much out of her two thrusts at New 
York purses. though her fourth in the 
Vagrancy Handicap and her third in the 
overnight Bridal Flower Handicap added 
$2.250 to her earnings. The notion here 
was that the races came up to her in the 
wrong order. 

In the Vagrancy she ran with the pace, 
making part of it. for almost six furlongs, 
and then, after Thelma Berger had drawn 
clear, kept doggedly after her and eventu- 
ally fought her way back to the lead again. 
Then she tired and was fourth. and Billy 
Fisk. who rode her, thought it was because 
she had been running in six-furlong 
sprints. 

One would presume that this race, at 
a mile and a sixteenth. dulled her speed, 
for in the six-furlong Bridal Flower she 
got as far back as tenth in a field of 13 
after a quarter-mile. Then she came on 
nicely, and was beaten two lengths for 
first position. If the two races had come 
in reverse order, she might have won one 
of them. possibly both. 


OLDER. Some time ago there were 
some notes in this space concerning Nick 
Wall, and his age was given at 44. This 
was based on the fact that. according to 
the American Racing Manual, he was born 
in 1908, and simple subtraction seemed to 
authenticate this. Wall. however, states 
flatly that he was born in December, 1906. 
He is, consequently, 45 now. and will be 
46 before the year is out. 

It was also noted that he had beaten 
Seabiscuit on Stagehand. This is correct. 
but he also beat Seabiscuit on Esposa. 


Jacola. Dah He. and Today. He beat 


Discovery on Esposa, too. aided a little 
by the fact that the filly had 100 pounds, 
against 143 on Discovery. He can still ride 
at 100 pounds, and despite his light weight 
he is a strong rider. with pretty thorough. 
control of his horses.

The Role of Cattle on Horse Farms 


Beef Animals Aid Horse Program Through 
Fuller Pasture Utilization & in Other Ways 


On many farms where Thoroughbreds 
are raised. the benefits to be received from 
a cattle program as an adjunct to the horse 
breeding operations are being more fully 
appreciated as the system is carried out. 
Not only are the cattle a potential cash 
crop in themselves, but they have proved 
to have an integral position in the efficient 
production of horses. 


Quite a few horse farm managers intro- 
duced or enlarged cattle programs on their 
farms during the war as a part of the war 
effort. The extra pasture thus devoted to 
meat production was an important factor 
in feeding our population and armed 
forces. During this period some of the ad- 
vantages of the mixed program began to 
be noticeable, and cattle were retained 
when the war was over. 

Whether the cattle on the Thoroughbred 
farms are steers purchased as the pasture 
permits or cows and calves in a continuous 
breeding program, usually little extra 
labor is needed for them. Most of the feed 
consumed by a herd of cattle is self-har- 
vested through the proper use of pastures. 
This eliminates most of the labor require- 
ments except those which can be done by 
the staff normally employed on the farm. 

The feed eaten by cattle as a supple- 
ment to pasturage actually may be more 
evidence of their usefulness to the horse 
breeder. In the large quantities of feed 
brought to a breeding farm for the horses, 
it is to be expected that a certain amount 
will be unfit or undesirable for horse feed. 
This rejected feed. on the other hand, 
often may be utilized fully by cattle. While 
this is a saving in itself, it also helps re- 
move the temptation to feed the horses ma- 
terials which are on the borderline of being 
musty or otherwise contaminated—feed 
which might affect the horses more ad- 
versely than is suspected. 

Utilization of the pastures to the fullest 
extent, however, is probably the most im- 
portant reason for horsemen wanting 
cattle on their farms, according to Dr. W. 
P. Garrigus, head of the Animal Industry 
Group at the University of Kentucky. The 
difference in production capacity of pas- 
tures between good growing seasons and 
unfavorable years can prove costly unless 
cattle are used as a buffer. 


That is. in the season when the pastures 
are producing near their maximum, more 
cattle can be brought in to harvest ihe 
surplus forage. In years when pastures are 
not producing as much, it will be probably 
less expensive and generally more satis- 
factory to cut down on the number of 
cattle rather than alter the Thoroughbred 
breeding operations because of the lack 
of pasture. This does away with buying 
expensive supplemental feed for periods 
when pastures do not produce as much as 
is expected of them. 


These same cattle, Dr. Garrigus ex- 
plains, provide a means of protecting the 
horses from parasites and disease. The 
cattle can efficiently occupy land which 
should be denied to horses because it has 
become dangerous as a breeding ground 
and transmission area for various types of 
diseases as well as internal and external 
parasites. Pastures cleaned by Nature in 
the absence of horses are then more valu- 
able when other fields have become 
contaminated. 

Another service which cattle render is to 
at least partially rejuvenate land that has 
gone “horse sour’—land that has _ lost 
much of the nutrients which horses remove 
from the soil but do not return. Cattle, 
particularly as compared with horses in 
this respect, produce a valuable fertilizer 
that supplies, at minimum expense, many 
of the soil nutrients with which we are 
acquainted and perhaps some about which 
soil scientists know less. 

Although at most horse farms it is gen- 
erally considered best not to use horse 
manure in the fertilization of the pastures 
because of the danger from spreading 
parasites and disease, the use of cattle 
manure does not evoke this same criticism. 
A ton of cattle manure contains about 
ten pounds of nitrogen. two pounds of 
phosphorus, and nine pounds of potassium. 
This percentage compares favorably with 
commercially mixed fertilizers except that 
it is low in phosphorus, which can be sup- 
plied by phosphate fertilizers. 

Whether a complete rotation of horses 
and cattle is practiced on the land, or the 
cattle and horses are run together in the 
same fields, the cattle are proficient in the 
role of walking fertilizers. 


At Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, 
where some excellent Polled Shorthorns 
are maintained. both systems are used as 
different occasions warrant. Wilbur Nickel, 
who is in charge of the cattle at Brook- 
dale. says that the cattle have an added 
advantage when in the same fields with 
the horses. At that farm they believe that 
running with the cattle improves the tem- 
perament of the horses and makes them 
more tractable. The only exception they 
have found to keeping the cattle and 
horses in the same fields is with yearling 
colts, which chase and otherwise disturb 
the cattle. 

A strong advocate of Shorthorns, Mr. 
Nickel credits some of the success along 
this line to the use of that breed, which 
is reputed to be the most docile of the 
beef breeds. The added precaution of 
using polled cattle with horses should not 
be overlooked. The smallest nick made by 
a hern could be the beginning of a trouble- 
some screwworm infestation. 

Because of the belief that some of the 
beef qualities were sacrificed in establish- 
ing the polled factor in Shorthorns, the 
program at Brookdale has been to cross 
polled cows with horned bulls, and horned 
cows with polled bulls, as well as mating 
polled to polled. They believe that this 
system, coupled with type selection in the 
polled offspring, is rapidly raising the 
quality of polled Shorthorns to the type- 
standard of the rest of the breed. Their suc- 
cess can be illustarted by the fact that the 
only calf produced at Brookdale which has 
been shown won his class at the Chicago 
International last year. This is somewhat 
similar to putting one colt in training and 
have it win the Futurity. 

At present. much of the Brookdale 
cattle program is built around a_ beefy 
polled bull on lease from Lynnwood Farm, 
which is operated by Purdue University. 
Among other honors, this bull was awarded 
the grand championship at the 1949 Indi- 
ana State Fair. As a sire. he has proved 
to be a 100 per cent dehorner. 

Another farm in the Bluegrass area 
with a breeding herd of purebred Short- 
horns is Mr. and Mrs. Howard Reineman’s 
Crown Crest Farm. D. A. (Pat) Patter- 
son, the general farm manager, said that

since it was decided to have cattle on 
the farm, they wanted cattle that would 
pay their way—good cattle. As a means 
to the end, a group of Shorthorn cows 
were selected and purchased, and one of 
the first things Mr. Patterson did after 
coming to the comparatively new Crown 
Crest Farm was to arrange for the purch- 
ase of a bull which was a Grand Champion 
at last year’s Chicago International, and 
a full brother to that bull. 


In addition to the purebred portion of 
the cattle herd at Crown Crest there is 
an extensive cross-breeding program, using 
white Shorthorn bulls on grade Angus 
cows. Mr. Patterson says that this cross 
produces a useful type of feeder steer 
which will be used to further balance the 
farming operations. As at Brookdale, the 
cattle are pastured in the same fields with 
the horses when the situation calls for 
such a practice. 


At Gallaher Farm, operated by Ira 
Drymon, the cattle run in the pastures 
with the broodmares and foals. Mr. Dry- 
mon does not feel that his acreage war- 
rants devoting as much space to the cattle 
as would be required by a cow-calf pro- 
gram. Instead. he buys steers in the proper 
quantities to make the best use of his 
pestures. 


Mr. Drymon points out that the steers 
will eat the grass in the pastures that 
has grown taller and coarser than that 
which the horses prefer to eat. Horses, 
when alone in the pasture, will tend to crop 
the tender grass down until it is killed 


out and let other grass in the same field 
grow until it is tough and unpalatable. 


Another practice for which Mr. Drymon 
recommends cattle is keeping the lanes on 
the horse farm neatly grazed down. While 
it is usually impractical to use horses 
for this. particularly in the lanes between 
stallion paddocks, cattle will harvest this 
forage with little trouble. The apparent 
alternatives to using cattle in this situation 
are to let the vegetation in the lanes grow 
unsightly or to use expensive labor in 
mowing these areas to maintain the appear- 
ance of the farm. Either method would 
waste the forage which the livestock could 
use to good advantage. 


Paul Ebelhardt. a former engineer who 
is now the general manager at Mrs. War- 
ren Wright’s Calumet Farm, believes that 
the cattle in horse pastures perform even 
another service for the horses that most 
horsemen would overlook. It is his idea 
that the packing action of cattle hooves, 
which would differ from that of horses 
hooves, improves the footing for the young 
horses and gives them a better ground 
surface for developing their underpinnings. 

Not all of the advantages to be gained 
from the combination of cattle and horses, 
however. necessarily are reaped by the 
Thoroughbred industry. In many ways the 
cattle industry also has benefitted from 
the association. 

For instance, horse breeders, who usually 
realize the value of using the best in breed- 
ing stock. often will obtain outstanding 
bulls and cows for the foundation of their 


cattle operations regardless of price and 
distance traveled to obtain such individuals. 
The produce from such herds is then avail- 
able to other farms in their locality and 
may give these neighboring farms an op- 
portunity to use bloodlines and animals of 
such type as they would have no other 
means of acquiring. 


A notable example of such a herd on 
a horse farm is the group of Angus cattle 
on the C. V. Whitney Farm near Lexing- 
ton. From that farm, which has a herd 
noted for pedigrees rich in championship 
blood as well as the worth of the individ- 
uals, a great many other farms in the 
Bluegrass region have taken their founda- 
tion stock and replacement animals. For 
the last few years the Whitney farm has 
held an annual production auction to aid 
in the distribution of these cattle among 
other Angus breeders of the surrounding 
area. 


The cattle industry also has gained from 
the breeding techniques which Thorough- 
bred breeders have learned in producing 
top-quality animals. Brownell Combs, who 
is noted for his triumphs with the Myrtle- 
wood family of Thoroughbreds. also has 
built up one of the most prominent bands 
of Polled Herefords in Kentucky. He is 
said to have accomplished at least a part 
of his success with cattle by paying the 
same amount of attention to the family 
quality and progeny performance in the 
Polled Herefords as he does in the produc- 
tion of Thoroughbreds.

De Anza, a maiden after five starts prior to 
the running of the Charles S. Howard Stakes, raced 
up in the last few strides for a surprising win in 
that Hollywood Park feature. The victory, worth 
$17.550 to De Anza’s owner, was worth $122.40 to 
the holder of each $2 ticket on the winner. 

The heavily favored Little Request, which had 
won the Haggin Stakes in his last start previous 
to the Charles S. Howard Stakes, and Cairnbrook, 
winner of his only previous start, fought for the 
lead in the early stages of the race. De Anza was 
several lengths off the pace. As Little Request 
faded badly in the last’ sixteenth, Cairnbrook 
seemed a sure winner, but De Anza, which closed 
ground rapidly in the stretch, got up to win the 
photo decision by a neck. Cairnbrook was three 
lengths in front of the third-place Cutshort. Little 
Request finished seventh. Little Request’s top im- 
post of 122 pounds was nine pounds more than 
the weight carried by De Anza and four pounds 
more than Cairnbrook had. 

In 1947, George O’Connell’s Springhill Stable 
claimed the George D. Widener-bred winner, Hori- 
zon. She did not start again, and in 1949 she 
produced a foal by Mr. O’Connell’s stallion, Watch- 
imtick. Her second foal was De Anza, named for 
a Spaniard who explored parts of the Southwest. 
De Anza, the horse, made his first start on Febru- 
ary 26. but he did not place until his fifth race, 
when he ran second. That was his last start prior 
to the Charles S. Howard Stakes. 

De Anza is the first stakes winner sired by 
Chief Onaway. Winner of the Hawthorne Handicap 
of 1939, Chief Onaway now stands at Mr. O’Con- 
nell’s ranch near Norwalk. Calif.

Drake raised his lifetime total to $136,825 with 
the victory in the American Handicap and a third 
in the Inglewood Handicap. He is the second 
$100.000-winner for his breeder, Joseph M. Roe- 
bling, who also bred Blue Peter. The other winners 
of more than $100,000 sired by War Admiral are 
Busher, Busanda, Blue Peter, Brice A Bac, and War 
Date: five colts by War Admiral have been con- 
signed to the Keeneland Summer Sales. 

It was reported that Abe Hirschberg paid Mr. 
Roebling $40,000 for Admiral Drake when he was 
a 4-year-old, and then asked the New Jersey breeder 
to take the colt back for about half that price. 
At Mr. Roebling’s refusal, the son of War Admiral 
was kept in the Hirschberg stable and has won 
more than twice his purchase price this season. 

Admiral Drake broke on top in the American 
Handicap and was quickly taken out to a substan- 
tial lead. Cyclotron, which set Hollywood Park’s 
track record for seven furlongs in his last previous 
outing, was running in second place under heavy 
restraint. On the far turn, Intent and Sturdy One 
closed on Cyclotron, but neither made up much 
ground on the leader. Admiral Drake won with a 
three-length margin, anc Sturdy One moved up 
a half-length in front of Intent in the stretch. 
Admiral Drake’s time of 1:48% was only a fifth 
of a second slower than *Noor’s track record for the 
mile and an eighth.

“Yo Tambien Was the Best Race Mare I Ever Saw’ 


by Frank E. Butzow 


CHICAGO 

“Yo Tambien was the best race mare I 
ever saw.” 

Phil Reilly was speaking with the ex- 
perience of 78 years behind him, 63 years 
of which have been spent on 
tracks of North America. 


“And where. in the whole Stud Book, 
will you find another broodmare like Ma- 
rian?” he asked. as he recounted her fa- 
mous offspring. They included Emperor 
of Norfolk, El Rio Rey. Czar. Rey del Rey. 
Duchess of Norfolk. Duke of Norfolk. 
Prince of Norfolk, King of Norfolk, all 
by Lexington’s greatest son, Norfolk. 
Then, later, to the cover of Joe Hooker. 
a great-grandson of Lexington, the grand 
old mare produced Yo Tambien, Yo El 
Rey and Rey del Sierras. 

Anyone wishing to meet Mr. Reilly's 
challenge to find a better producer than 
Marian in the Stud Book might first pausé 
to reflect that neither the late Walter S. 
Vosburgh or Bruce Lowe (the figure man) 
found one. Incidentally, Mr. Reilly places 
considerable value on the Bruce Lowe 
family system. but that’s another story. 

“T understand that Marian was foaled 
right over there.” Mr. Reilly said. with a 
wave of the hand in the general direction 
of Riverside. a suburb of Chicago. (That 
too. is another story.) 

One of the most delightful things about 
an Arlington Park race meeting is seeing 
Phil Reilly again. He’s always there, and 
has been at every meeting since the first 
in 1927. Of course, you see him frequently 
at other places too, including Churchill 
Downs. Keeneland. the sales. and “Horse- 
men’s Corner” in the Lafayette Hotel 
in Lexington. But it seems that Mr. 
Reilly reminisces just a little better in the 
Chicago environment. It is no doubt a 
perfectly normal reaction to nostalgia and 
the recollection of particularly stirring 
events of the stirring times of his youth 
here. For instance: Yo Tambien’s victory 
in the Garfield Derby in 1892, and the 
closing of that track forever later in the 
year following the police riot and the 
killing of James B. Brown. 

Then there was the winter racing at 
Hawthorne which a January blizzard in 
1893 failed to stop. while a foreign book 
operated during the 278-day meeting. The 
Chicago bookmaker who welched on $7,000 
when Dr. Rice won the Brooklyn Handicap 


the race 


has not been forgotten, and neither has 
his name. 

Phil Reilly is an authority on many 
matters pertaining to the Turf, including 
pedigrees. Speaking of pedigrees, he traces 
the top line of the Reillys for 13 genera- 
tions. It’s easy to do. They all had the 
same name. 

“All the Reillys were named Philip.” he 
says. “I’m number XI. My son in St. Paul 
is Philip XII and his son is Philip XIII.” 

Philip Reilly XI was born in St. Paul, 
Minn.. in 1874. son of a lumberman who 
owned trotters. The best of them was 


Willard H.. who had a mark of 2:19,

which was right smart when one considers 
that Maud S. didn’t lower 2:10 until 1884. 

In 1890 young Phil Reilly began rub- 
bing horses for Fred Foster, of St.-Paul. 
He remained with Foster for 15 years. In 
1891. the year Ed Corrigan built Haw- 
thorne. the Foster stable raced there and 
at Garfield Park with Polemus, Rimini, 
and other horses. Foster and Reilly were 
back in Chicago in 1892 and many times 
thereafter. One of the first important 


races Phil Reilly remembers was the Gar- 

field Stakes. when J. M. Young’s Marion 

C. beat the Dwyer Brothers’ great King-

ston. The late Charles Brossman, horse- 
man and writer, who often reminded his 
readers that he trained “the great mare 
Imp.” deplored Turf historians’ neglect of 
Marion C. 


Reilly and Foster were at old Washing- 
ton Park in 1893 when Boundless won the 
famous “World’s Fair” American Derby. 
But the Withers Stakes was the big race 
of the year for Foster and his young as- 
sistant. Two weeks after Foster bought 
Dr. Rice from Gideon and Daly, the colt 
won the Withers at Morris Park. 


The chestnut son of Onondaga—Bonnie 
Lee. by *Glengarry, was wintered by 
Foster and Reilly in St. Paul prior to 
his 4-year-old campaign. Back again at 
New York. Dr. Rice won the Brooklyn 
Handicap at Gravesend in 1894, beating 
the 3-year-old Henry of Navarre. This was 
a big day for young Reilly. He had gotten 
40 to 1 against Dr. Rice in the future 
books. He collected on those bets. but nary 
a cent from the Chicago bookmaker who 
welched after laying as much as 60 to J. 

Domino’s rider, Fred Taral, rode Di. 
Rice in both the Withers and the Brooklyn 
Handicap. The colt also won the Parkway 
and Cherry Diamond Stakes at Gravesend. 
He was sold later to a German count, who 
died while Dr. Rice was on the Atlantic. 
The horse returned to America where he 
sired some good runners, including Mar- 
shal Ney. 

Leaving Foster after an association of 
15 years, Phil Reilly raced horses in his 
own name for some years (the black colt 
Roquefort was one of the first), trained 
for several other owners, served as a racing 
official, bought and sold horses, acted as 


advisor, consultant, and agent for prom- 
inent Turfmen. In the latter capacity he 
still avoids complete retirement. “Old 
horsemen. like old soldiers, never die; they 
just fade away.” he says. 


From 1909 to 1915 Mr. Reilly was a 
race track manager and racing secretary 
at Victoria and Vancouver, B. C., and at 
Coeur d’Alene, Idaho. He was the first to 
put pari-mutuels in Canada, at Vancouver. 
He was the first track manager to have 
his association employ valets, the associa- 
tion paying them. He was also the first 
to put the pay-board across the track from 
the stands. At dinner with the late Judge 
Charles Price, Charles Grainger, and John 
Hackmeister, he suggested the same pro- 
cedure for Douglas Park. It was adopted at 
that Kentucky track in 1910, and became 
standard everywhere. 


Because of his earlier associations at 
Arlington Park. that Chicago track has a 
fascination for Mr. Reilly. He trained 
horses there for the late Otto and E. J. 
Lehmann, prominent figures during their 
regime, together with John D. Hertz, 
Charles McCullough, and others in control 
of the big plant which Curley Brown had 
built. Suitor was the best horse Reilly 
trained for the Lehmanns. He _ probably 
knows more about the deep well and water 
system at Arlington Park than anyone 
presently connected with the track, in- 
cluding the top and bottom levels below 
Lake Michigan to the exact foot. 

Meeting Phil Reilly again at Arlington 
Park was as refreshing as ever. First 
thing he did was to pull two sheets of 
typewritten paper from his pocket. 

“IT was looking for something else not 
long ago.” he said, “and found some notes 
I made after a conversation with Lucky 


Baldwin in 1908 on the porch of the 
Santa Anita ranch house. I thought you 
might be interested, so I typed them out.” 

The story they tell is too good for private 
reading alone, so it will be presented to 
Blood-Horse readers in Mr. Reilly’s own 
words in another installment. 


COMPARATIVE TIMES 


It has often been pointed out that the 
amount of money won is no true gauge 
of a Thoroughbred’s greatness, and this 
is particularly true of this period of rising 
purse distribution, which makes it possible 
for a merely good horse to win, in an after- 
noon, more than the total life-time earn- 
ings of some of the Turf’s immortals. How- 
ever, the findings of the stop-watch indicate 
that the Thoroughbred breed has_ im- 
proved along with the sport itself, though 
these figures are overshadowed by attend- 
ance, purse distribution, and pari-mutuel 
handle running into millions. 

In 1869, it took Narragansett 1:1714 to 
establish a record for six furlongs, a dis- 
tance covered today in 1:12 by undisting- 
uished claiming horses. The six-furlong 
record today is 1:0815 set by Bolero at 
Golden Gate Fields on May 27, 1950. 

A horse named Herzog had set a stand- 
ard of 1:43'% for a mile in 1869. Today 
the record for one mile is 1:33%5, set by 
Citation in 1950, and cheap horses run a 
mile in under 1:40. 

Oddly enough Narragansett, the sprint 
champ of 1869, also held the record for a 
mile and a quarter, the “classic” distance 
for American horses, having covered that 
measure in 2:10. Today ordinary horses 
run the distance in 2:05, and the record, 
set by *Noor in 1950, stands at 1:5815.— 
TRA.

Alcedo and Trainer Jim McCormick 
How a Bull Whip Helped Win the Suburban Handicap 


One of those horses who had one great 
day in his life and thereby left his name 
immortalized on the winner’s list of the 
greatest of America’s handicaps—the Sub- 
urban—is Alcedo, the victor in 1901. 


His record before the great day at 
Sheepshead Bay was, to state it in one 
word—uneventful. As a 2-year-old the bay 
son of *Esther—Elopement, by Hindoo, 
foaled in 1897, was practically unheard of. 


He was in the hands of a good man 
though, in Pat Dunne, one of the leading 
trainers in the Chicago sector and father 
of the present popular official Francis P. 
Dunne. It was under Mr. Dunne’s “green, 
white cap” that, as the colt became a year 
older, in 1900, he commenced to show a 
flash of class. Four triumphs in a row 
heralded his bow as a 3-year-old, including 
a win in the Speculation Stakes, at Haw- 
thorne. He was second in his three follow- 
ing starts, and then, late in the summer, 
won two more races at Hawthorne. 


In: October he went out for bigger 
game, and at Morris Park, N. Y., on 
October 2, 1900, Alcedo won the Jerome 
Handicap. an ancient 3-year-old classic, 
run nowadays at Belmont Park. Patsy 
McCue was in the tack, and behind them 
were such good ones as Gonfalon and 


McMeekin. 

During the winter between his third 
and fourth years Alcedo became the prop- 
erty of James H. McCormick. one of the 
leading trainers in the East, although the 
owner may have really been Louis V. Bell, 
who later owned the great Hermis. Mc- 
Cormick was Mr. Bell’s trainer, and Alcedo 
at first raced in his colors. 

Jim McCormick was a real slick condi- 
tioner. We will relate more of his entire 
life later. but at this juncture we will 
say that he thought he had the makings 
of a real “killing” with Alcedo in the Sub- 
urban. and he laid his plans accordingly. 

In those days the entries for the Brook- 
Ivn and Suburban Handicaps were an- 
nounced in January or February, and fu- 
ture books were made on the_ results. 
Alcedo came out in the Suburban line at 
12 to 1, and McCormick got down for a 
chunk. 

His preps were the epitome of skill. A 
third to Dr. Barlow at Gravesend on June 
3. 1901. and a fifth to Ten Candles at the 
same track on June 10, with the unfashion- 


able jockey, T. Walsh, up both times, set 
the stage to perfection. 


The Suburban was run on June 15 at 
Sheepshead Bay. It was a cold. raw day, 
say my notes. but evidently well suited to 
Alcedo, and this time he was mounted by 
one of the best—Henry Spencer—the cool. 
calculating “Iceman.” The horse had been 
beaten down somewhat in the odds. but he 
was not thought to be any cinch with such 
as Blues, Ethelbert. Sidney Lucas, and 
Kamara in the field, to say nothing of half 
a dozen others. 

Alcedo was a bit of a bad actor. too, 
but McCormick knew he was deathly 
afraid of him (particularly if Mac made 
a loud uproar) so the trainer went up to 
the eighth-pole. where they started the 
Suburban on the Bay’s 114 mile oval, and 
borrowing a bull whip from one of the 
assistant starters, he told Mr. FitzGerald. 
who presided at the barrier. that he would 
help get his horse off. 

Well, Alcedo thrashed around a bit, but 
Jim McCormick yelled. “Hey. let me at 
him!” and gave the horse a resounding 


whack. With a scared expression, the colt 
turned the right way just as Mr. Fitz 
yelled, “Come on!” and bounded away, 
just about in the lead. 

Spencer took a good hold on Alcedo, 
rating him with the leaders. and rounding 
the upper turn, went on the “Bill,” but 
was showing signs of wanting to quit. Me- 
Cormick had been waiting right there for 
that, though. so just as his horse came 
by he jumped to the middle of the track, 
waving the bull whip and yelling like a 
Comanche. 

Spencer just sat down and coasted home, 
with Alcedo flying like a seared jackrab- 
bit to finish lengths ahead of Watercure, 
Toddy. and the rest. They said McCormick 
cleaned up. 

Alcedo never won after that. finally 
making his last start—and failing—in 
the Brooklyn Handicap of 1902. 

To get back to Mr. McCormick, here is 
that gentleman’s history. He served five 
years as an apprentice with Thomas Pur- 
year and Louis Stuart. at Rutherford Park,

N. J.. then with James Watson at his farm, 
who had in the stable such horses as 
Narragansett. Rutherford. and Grinstead. 
He then went with H. Gaffney. of Balti- 
more. Md.. and did some riding for him 
on the flat and cross country. He had 
George West. Deadhead, Derby. Welsher, 
Lizzie Lucas. Bill Monday. Leader. and 
others. Next he was with A. D. Brown, of 
Baltimore: John H. Hyland, trainer. He 
acted as head lad to Mr. Hyland and 
rode second to him cross country. They 
had Add. Problem, Demonstrator, and a 
number of others. 

In 1879. McCormick went with James 
Rowe. who was taking charge of the 
Dwyer Brothers’ string. They numbered 
Warfield. Luke Blackburn, Rhadamanthus. 
Charley Gorham. Derby, and Kenney 
among their horses. McCormick. who rode 
the jumpers. got hurt very badly at the 
inaugural meeting, in June, 1879, given 
at Prospect Park (later called Gravesend) 
by the Coney Island Jockey Club before its 
track was completed at Sheepshead Bay. 
He rode Derby in a steeplechase which 
was won by Pat Nolan on Coronet, and 
was laid up almost a year from the effects 
of the fall. He then went to Brighton Beach 
to train a stable of horses for Mr. Enge- 
man. Among them were Baton Rouge, 
Miss Malloy. Swannanoe, and Ventilator. 

Two years later McCormick opened a 
public stable. His patrons were Mr. Enge- 
man, August Belmont. W. L. Scott. and 
A. F. Walcott, among others. In 1894 he 
went to train for Gottfried Walbaum, as 
he had raced with success over Walbaum’s 
Guttenberg track. Among the horses were 
Lamplighter, Potentate. Plutus, The Iron- 
master, Oakley. Rossmore. and Florrie. 
Walbaum sold his stable in 1895, so Me- 
Cormick went to California as trainer for 
Burns and Waterhouse. who had 44 head 
in training. He was three years with them 
and then signed up with L. V. Bell. 

The first really great horse McCormick 
developed for Mr. Bell was the great Her- 
mis, whose career was well covered in THE 
Bioop-Horse by the late Neil Newman, 
and who could improve on Mr. Newman’s 
work? But. previous to the “little red 
hoss.” Alcedo wasn’t a bad bargain, either. 

Mr. McCormick went to Germany when 
racing shut down around New York, and 
did well. but returned to pass away in 
his native land many years ago.

New Stakes Policy Announced 
For 1953 at Hollywood Park 


Los ANGELES 

Breeders with yearlings in the sales 
coming up soon in California. Lexington. 
and Saratoga. should bestow some kind of 
a meritorious award for service well done 
on Jack Mackenzie of Hollywood Park. 
Almost on the eve of the annual yearling 
sales, Mr. Mackenzie has announced a 
total of 12 additional stakes for Hollywood 
Park for next year. Of these. seven will be 
for 2-year-olds, and the traditional Starlet 
Stakes, which has been a $25,000 event, 
will be upped to $50,000. The new stakes 
will be valued at approximately $10.000 
each. 

Under the new program, Hollywood 
Park will have a dozen stakes for 2-year- 
olds in 1953, and there will be five new 
stakes, making a total of seven in all, for 
3-year-olds. Mr. Mackenzie’s main thought 
in the enlarged stakes program is to help 
Thoroughbred breeders by providing more 
opportunities for young horses. I remember 
John D. Hertz had some interesting ideas 
on the same subject last winter. He was 
commenting at the time on Santa Anita’s 
policy of splitting most of its stakes. and 
he thought it an excellent idea because it 
automatically made more stakes winners. 
spread the purse money around more liber- 
ally, and helped in public relations by cre- 
ating new stars. 

Mr. Mackenzie apparently feels pretty 
much the same way. “We never know how 
badly we look.” he was saying. “until we 
glance in the mirror. For some time we 
have been aware that California needs 
more stakes for young horses, particularly 
the fillies. We have added new stakes in 
the past two years to remedy the situation, 
but now we feel we would like to do much 
more. We know that breeders in particular 
will welcome these additional stakes oppor- 
tunities. In many cases they cannot breed 
to top sires unless their mares are stakes 
winners.” 

Eastern tracks have offered so many 
more opportunities for young horses that 
until the last few years it was a liability 
to keep a good 2-year-old in California. 
Last year. for example. there were only 
ten 2-year-old stakes run at all the com- 
bined tracks in California. That is a pretty 
sorry showing. Hollywood Park staged six 
of these. Del Mar two, Santa Anita and 
Golden Gate Fields one each, and Tanforan 
none. 

Mr. Mackenzie and John Maluvius. 
Hollywood Park’s able young racing secre- 
tary, have collaborated on a novel plan 
to insure plenty of competition in the new 


stakes. The conditions and dates of the 12 
new stakes will be announced from time to 
time as the season progresses. This is to 
prevent some colt like Little Request. for 
example. from coming along and making 
a virtual clean sweep of the 2-year-old 
stakes. If the competition looks tougher in 
the filly ranks. Mr. Maluvius could and 
undoubtedly would condition most of the 
stakes for fillies. Or it could be vice versa. 
If there is a standout like Little Request, 
he could be conditioned out of races by 
limiting the field to non-stakes-winners. 
None of the new stakes will be early 
closing, so if a colt misses a race for any 
one of the numerous ailments that beset 
2-year-olds he may make up for it at some 
later date, 

This reporter has always felt there has 
been exceptional interest in 2-year-old 
racing. especially at Hollywood Park and 
Del Mar. The duels between the late 
Yankee Valor and On Trust when they 
were 2-year-olds were almost classics. And 
probably the best horse at Hollywood Park 
this season is the 2-year-old Little Request. 
The breeders won’t be the only ones who 
should enjoy the emphasis on 2-year-old 
racing next summer; I have an idea every- 
one will like it. 


PROMOTED: Citation’s younger brother. 
Unbelievable. is not going to disgrace the 
family after all, as I was afraid he might. 

He scored his maiden victory in a rather 
unimpressive fashion a few weeks ago. and 
then rather suddenly he found himself. 


While he hasn’t won any stakes yet, he’s 
been running like a horse that might as 
soon as he gets an opportunity. He’s won 
his last two races in easy gallops. 

I'm sure that Unbelievable fooled Jimmy 
Jones. which is a hard thing for a horse 
to do, just as he fooled everyone else. Cal- 
umet Farm reduces the size of its stable 
occasionally to make room for the new 
hopefuls coming up, and Unbelievable was 
among the horses offered for sale recently. 
The price was $10,000. which sounds cheap 
enough for a son of Bull Lea and *Hydro- 
plane Il. but there were no takers. Then 
Unbelievable ran his first big race. and 
since then I haven't heard that Calumet 
Farm is anxious to get rid of him. I guess 
he’s finally won a place on the first team. 


SALES TALK. During the dispersal of 
the William Goetz’ stable the other after- 
noon in the paddock at Hollywood Park 
there was a lively bit of repartee that drew 
a laugh from the crowd of 600 or so. 
Grantor. champion 3-year-old in California 
last year and winner of the Westerner 
Stakes, was led into the ring. Hoping to 
help the bidding along, Trainer Harry 
Daniels ventured the opinion, “This colt 
is as good as any that’s ever raced in this 
country.” Harry probably knew he was 
spreading it on a little thick, but Announ- 
cer Humphrey Finney, the Maryland blood- 
lines expert, took it up from there. “That,” 
said Mr, Finney, “must include Citation 
and Man o° War.” 

It was Auctioneer Swinebroad’s turn 
then. “Well, since we’re trying to sell the 
horse.” he said, “we'll just pretend for 
right now that it does. Next bid!” 

They finally got $37,000 for Grantor, 
with Louis B. Mayer the successful bid- 
der. Some of the horsemen are complain- 
ing that every time there is a William 
Goetz dispersal sale the busiest bidder of 
all is Mr. Mayer, and vice versa when 
there is a Mayer dispersal sale. Perhaps 
they have something there.

“Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons, with 
the management and training of the 
extensive Belair Stud and Wheatley 
Stable horses. allowed as how it might 
be a bit early to be talking “Derby.” 
but agreed that Hilarious was just as 
<ood as he looked in winring the Tre- 
mont Stakes at Aqueduct last week. 


Since his debut. when he was un- 
placed in a field of 17 that scampered 
down the Widener Course at Belmont 
Park on June 4, Wheatley Stable’s 
home-bred son of Bimelech—Laughter, 
by Johnstown, has done everything that 
has been asked of him; finishing second 
to his stable-emate Torch of War and 
winning three in a row at Aqueduct. 
“And the boys tell me he hasn’t been 
extended yet.” John Fitzsimmons said. 

“He’s pretty trappy for a big colt,” 
Fitzsimmons said, “Not a bit awkward; 
in fact. he moves like a cat.” A beauti- 
ful bay. Hilarious reminded some of 
his sire. Bimelech. “But he has Johns- 
town’s disposition,” Fitzsimmons point- 
ed out. “Nothing bothers him at all.” 

Hilarious wintered at Aqueduct and 
bucked his shins early in the season, 
so Wheatley Stable is not anticipating 
any interruption in the colt’s schedule 
from that inevitable annoyance of 2- 
year-olds. “Of course it’s not too un- 


usual for a colt to buck more than 
once. if he doesn’t do a good job of it 
the first time.” Fitsimmons pointed out. 
“Hilarious. evidently did a good job 
of it; at least he shows no signs of 
getting another dese of sore shins.” he 
added. 

The vissicitudes of racing being what 
they are, a horseman never allows him- 
self to become too enthusiastic about 
a horse’s future. and Fitzsimmons cau- 
tioned: “He’s a very good colt. all right. 
but I wouldn’t go teo far out on a limb 
with him. He still has a couple of 
horses to beat; that colt of Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s (Native Dancer) and Ben 
Whitaker's Tahitian King look like 


pretty good horses too.”—TRA

Campaigning for 3-year-old honors as well as 
the top-value stakes in New England racing, Blue 
Man was the odds-on favorite in Suffolk Downs’ 
Yankee Handicap. Carrying top weight of the 
Yankee field, the son of Blue Swords had 126 
pounds as he did for the Triple Crown races, in 
which he was the only horse to place in all three. 

Trailing the field for the first three-fourths of a 
mile, Blue Man was about six lengths behind the 
pace-making Armageddon. On the last turn, Blue 
Man moved up behind the leaders. He went to the 
front a furlong from the wire without being 
under the whip, and finished with a margin of 
more than two lengths. At the end of the 114-mile 
event, King Jolie headed Royal Marvel for second 
place: a neck further back was Armageddon. 

In the 1%4-mile Dwyer Stakes at Aqueduct, Blue 
Man met only four other 3-year-olds. Hitex, which 
had defeated Tom Fool a week earlier in a_ six- 
furlong race, set the early pace in the Dwyer, 
followed by Golden Gloves. Blue Man ran in third 
place until reaching the far turn, where Jockey 
Conn McCreary let the son of Blue Swords. start 
closing on the leaders. Getting in front before 
hitting the stretch, Blue Man pulled away to a 
five-length victory. Hitex held on for second, 
and Golden Gloves remained in third place. With 
the 126-peund top impost, Blue Man was giving 
12 pounds to Hitex and eight pounds to Golden 
Gloves. 

The win, worth $39,300 to Blue Man, raised his 
earnings for 1952 to $259,585, and made him the 
top money-winning horse of the year. That victory 


moved him ahead of the sidelined Hill Gail, which 
has earned $226,725 in 1952. Blue Man has ac- 
counted for most of his total by winning the Fla- 
mingo (first division) and the Preakness Stakes, 
and the Experimental Free Handicap No. 2. His 
other stakes placings this year are a second in the 
Belmont Stakes and a third in the Kentucky Derby. 

Blue Man has been made a supplementary nom- 
inee to the 14%-mile Arlington Handicap upon pay- 
ment of $7,500. He is expected to pass up the 
Arlington Classic which has been reduced to one 
mile. 

Blue Man’s time for the 10 furlongs was 2:014%, 
which is two-fifths of a second slower than the track 
record set by Valdina Orphan in the Dwyer of 
1942. The pedigree and family notes for Blue Man 
are in Tue Bioop-Horse of March 8, page 540.

Following the example of her dam, which won 
the Arlington Matron Stakes in 1942, Calumet 
Farm’s Real Delight romped to an easy victory 
in the 1952 version of that Arlington Park event. 
Although Blue Delight, Real Delight’s dam, raced 
for Mrs. John Marsch, Real Delight’s stable had 
won one other running of the race: Calumet’s Good 
Blood won in 1946. 

Carrying the top weight of 126 pounds, Real 
Delight was rated far back in the field for the first 
five furlongs. On the turn, Real Delight started 
moving up on the leaders while Cinda, which had 
set a fast pace in the early running, dropped back 
quickly. To take first money, Real Delight had only 
to withstand a bid by Bella Figura, which had 
moved up on the inside from last place. Whirla Lea 
passed Elaine Ruth in the last furlong to get third. 

The Arlington Matron was the sixth stakes win 
of 1952 for Real Delight, which met her only defeat 
at Keeneland this spring when she ran second by

a head. The $37,800 which she won in the Arlington 
Matron raised her 1952 earnings to $146,847, which 
is her lifetime total because she did not race as a 
2-year-old. Real Delight’s other stakes victories have 
been in the Kentucky and the Coaching Club Amer- 
ican Oaks: the Ashland (second division), the 
Black-Eyed Susan, and the Cleopatra Stakes.

In winning Delaware Park’s Dover Stakes, Tahiti 
became the third 2-year-old stakes winner of 1952 
sired by Polynesian. The others are Native Dancer 
and Tahitian King. Polynesian, whose first crop 
reached the races in 1951, had 2-year-old stakes win- 
ners last year—Tonga and Thataway. Tonga has 
won stakes this year as a 3-year-old. The Keene- 
land Summer Sales catalogue lists three colts and 
four filles by Polynesian, which stands at Ira Dry- 
mon’s Gallaher Farm, Lexington. In the race which 
preceded the Dover on the Delaware Park program, 
a King Ranch-owned son of Polynesian, named 
Kamehameha, won his first outing by four lengths. 

Bred by his owner, Walter M. Jeffords, Tahiti had 
made his only start previous to the Dover Stakes 
a week earlier—a 5%-furlong maiden race which 
he won by a dozen lengths. The two victories give 
him earnings of $13,675. 

In the Dover Stakes. Tahiti ran behind V-Two’s 
early pace without being pushed. Nearing the 
stretch, Tahiti raced to the front and won by more 
than two lengths. The bottom-weighted Bradley 
closed from back in the field, and after running 
wide at the stretch turn, finished second. Two 
lengths behind him was the third-place Fort Sa- 
longa, which shared the top weight of 125 pounds 
and followed the leaders throughout the race. 
Tahiti’s time of 1:044 for the 5% furlongs was 
two-fifths of a second slower than the track record. 

Blue Denim, dam of the stakes winners Green 
Baize and Suleiman as well as Tahiti, has a yearling 
colt by *Princequillo. She foaled a bay colt by

Taking the $21,350 first money in the 15th run- 
ning of the Sussex Handicap at Delaware Park, 


Sun Bahram raised his lifetime earnings to 
$110.180. He is the first $100.000-winner for his 
breeder, Mrs. Willis Sharpe Kilmer, whose late 


husband bred Reigh Count, Sun Beau, Bon Jour, 
ard Sally’s Alley—all of which won more than 
$100.000. Sun Bahram is the second winner of 
more than $100,000 (Stud Poker was the first) for 
his sire *Bahram, which is now in South America. 
The Sussex winner is the first 1952 stakes winner 
for *Bahram, which sired 14 stakes winners while 
standing in this country. Sun Bahram reportedly 
will be retired to stud after the present season. 

The early pace in the Sussex was set by Eolus, 
which had won a hurdle race in his last start two 
weeks earlier. Although Sun Bahram trailed for 
the first half-mile, he was not far behind the leader 
because of the closely bunched field. Circling the 
field on the turn, Sun Bahram took the lead and 
was not challenged as he pulled away to win by 
three lengths. Eolus held on to finish a length 
in front of the top-weighted County Delight, which 
was giving 14 pounds to the winner and 17 pounds 
to Eolus. 

Racing for Mrs. Kilmer as a 2-year-old of 1948, 
Sun Behram placed second in the World’s Play- 
ground Stakes, and ran third in the Pimlico Fu- 
turity and the Eastern Shore Stakes. Beginning 
with his 3-year-old season, the son of *Bahram has 
raced for Mrs. E. H. Ellison. At three, Sun Bah- 
ram won the Leonard Richard Stakes (by the dis- 
qualification of Capot), and the Saranac Handicap. 
He was second in the Chesapeake Trial and third 
in the Travers Stakes. As a 4-year-old of 1950, 
he was second in the Whitney Stakes and third in 
the Brandywine Handicap. Last year, Sun Bahram 
failed to place in stakes although he won two 
races and $8,550 from seven starts. As a 6-year-old 
of 1952, he had made six starts prior to the Sussex. 
He had one first, which was in his last start be- 
fore the Sussex, and one third.

Royal Mustang, named for an island off the Texas 
coast owned by Sam E. Wilson Jr., was bought 
by Mr. Wilson at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 
1949 for $12,000, from the consignment of Tilford 
Wilson and Carl Houston. He earned a bit more 
than double his purchase price during his first 
season of racing by winning four races and placing 
in four stakes—seconds in the Grand Union Hotel 
takes and the Breeders’ Futurity, and thirds in 
the William Penn Stakes and the Wakefield Handi- 
cap. At the end of the year he was weighted at 
110 pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap, 16 
pounds below the top-weighted Uncle Miltie and 
level with such horses as Pur Sang, Phil D., Black 
Douglas, and Ruhe. In 1951, at three, he again 
raced well but failed to win a stakes. His near- 
misses included seconds in a division of the Blue 
Grass Stakes and the Kentucky Derby and the 
Peabody Memorial Handicap and a third in a 
division of the Everglades Handicap. In the Blood- 
Horse Handicap for 3-year-olds of 1951, compiled 
by F. E. (Jimmy) Kilroe. Royal Mustang was 
weighted at 109 pounds, 21 pounds below Counter- 
point and level with such as Gold Capitol, Pur Sang, 
Uncle Miltie, and Yildiz. The Stars and Stripes 
Handicap was his first success of 1952. Prior to 
a race at Hawthorne on June 13, he had not 
started since July 21, 1951.

CRESTWOOD FARM, SPURR PIKE, LEXINGTON, 
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Can the Condition of a Racer 


It is a generally accepted fact that the 
running ability of a race horse can be 
attributed partly to his breeding; and this 
is why so much emphasis is placed on the 
breed of a race horse. However, it is also 
true that whether or not a race horse will 
show its best performance depends upon 
the method of training. No race horse will 
ever display its ability to the fullest unless 
proper training is given. No matter how 
slight it may be. a fault in the process of 
training is the frequent cause of certain 
unsoundness or inconsistency to be found 
in a race horse. And most of the faults 
in training can be traced back to some 
misjudgment of the condition of the race 
horse. Therefore the accurate judgment of 
the actual condition of a horse has a vital 
importance in determining the proper 
training. 

Usually the ability of a race horse has 
been judged only by analyzing the physical 
changes of the animal. Recently Drs. Mat- 
suba and Shimamura, professors at Tokyo 


Dr. Nobuo Sakurai, author of the dissertation on 
which the brief report given here is based, is a 
graduate of the Department of Veterinary Science 
of Hokkaido University. In post-graduate work at 
the University of Tokyo he made a special study 
of the physiology of exercise. Employed by the 
association of Japanese race tracks, he served 15 
years as chief of veterinary services on the tracks. 
He is now director of the jockey training school of 
the Tokyo Horse Racing Office. a branch of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry. Last year, 
after publication of the results of his extensive 
research he was awarded the academic degree of 
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine, which in Japan is 
the highest honor in the field of veterinary medicine. 


Be Determined by Science? 


by Nobuo Sakurai, D.V.M. 


University. established a basic method for 
the judgment of condition of a race horse. 
Since 1930 they have been conducting ex- 
tensive researches on the physiology of ex- 
ercise of race horses; the outstanding 
achievements they have made in their re- 
search work have provided a basis for 
the further development of study in this 
field. 

Fortunately, the present author has been 
able to continue his study of the physiol- 
ogy of exercise for the past ten years, dur- 
ing which time he made numerous minute 
observations of hematological characters 
and clinical changes of the race horse in 
training or in exercise, and tried to estab- 
lish an easier and more accurate method 
of detecting improvement and decline in 
condition. The following is a summary of 
the method that the author has success- 
fully adopted. 


ItEMs OF EXAMINATION 

(1) Clinical findings: pulse, heart sound, 
blood pressure, and body weight. 

(2) Blood cells: red cell count, diameter 
of cell, resistance of cell, hemoglobin, 
white cell count and proportion of white 
cells. 

(3) Plasma and serum: specific gravity 
of plasma, specific gravity of serum, spe- 
cific viscosity of serum, function of serum 
to neutralize acid. pH of plasma. and re- 
serve alkali of plasma. 
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(4) Whole blood: ratio in volume of 
blood, specific gravity of blood, and red 
cell sedimentation rate. 


Horses Usep 1N TEsTS 

One hundred and fourteen horses and 
several saddle horses were used in the 
experiment. The saddle horses were used 
in such tests for which race horses were 
not available, and this was to confirm the 
results obtained in the tests of the race 
horses. 


CiinicAL CHANGES OBSERVED 
CLINICAL FINDINGS. As the condition 
of a race horse improves after proper 
training, the pulse rate in the state of rest 
generally decreases and the heart sound 
shows a tendency to become normal, while 
the blood pressure increases. 


The pulse rate rises remarkably after 
severe exercise, but as condition improves 
the rise is less pronounced and the recov- 
ery is rapid. 

However, the pulse is fluctuated easily 
by trivial stimuli and the blood pressure 
is hard to measure by a common method, 
especially in the case of sensitive race 
horses. The determination of heart sounds 
requires certain skills and experiences. 

Thus these items of examination are not 
always reliable indicators for judging the 
condition of a race horse. 

The body weight decreases by ap- 
proximately 2 per cent or more after such 
severe exercise as racing, but no correla- 
tion is observed between such decrease and 
the condition of the horse. On the other 
hand. there exists a close relationship be- 
tween the body weight in the state of rest 
and the degree of training. The more 
severe the training becomes. the greater 
is the decrease in weight. If the training 
is alleviated and the feed is increased in 
accordance with the amount of exercise, 
the horse becomes fat and heavy. In view

of the close relationship between body 
weight and condition, it may safely be said 
that measurement of body weight is a very 
easy method of judgment. However, the 
decrease in weight continues when the 
horse becomes tired with excessively se- 
vere training; therefore body weight alone 
is not always serviceable as a satisfactory 
indicator. 


BLOOD CELLS. Both the red cell count 
and hemoglobin concentration increase 
with improved condition of the horse in 
proper training; they decrease when the 
horse gets heavy or when it is overworked. 
On the other hand, they increase noticeably 
after hard exercise; but as racing condi- 
tion improves the rate of increase becomes 
low and recovery to the normal state is 
accelerated, even after the same amount of 
exercise is given. 

Accordingly. the red cell count and 
hemoglobin concentration provide depend- 
able criteria for judging the condition of 
a horse in-a state of rest. And. since they 
change in parallel with each other. it is 
enough to measure either one of the two. 
As for the measurement of hemoglobin 
concentration, Sahli’s method is not highly 
recommendable because of its lack of 
exactness. 

The diameter of an erythrocyte (red 
cell) usually is increased immediately 
after short and rapid exercise; and the 
decrease in neutrophilic polynuclear cells 
and increase in lymphocytes are indicated 
by the relative proportion of white blood 
cells. But these changes are gradually re- 
stored to the original state when the ani- 
mal is rested. Since they do not represent 
any marked changes resulting from train- 
ing as well as do resistance of blood cells 
and white cell count. they are not con- 
sidered as reliable indicators of condition. 


PLASMA AND SERUM. Among the 
items of examination concerning plasma 
and serum, the author attaches much im- 
portance to reserve alkali of plasma and 
the function of serum to neutralize acid. 
Reserve alkali of plasma is reduced con- 
spicuously in proportion to the capacity 
of the horse. Under the same conditions of 
exercise, a horse with superior quality or 
in improved condition after receiving prop- 
er training undergoes less change in re- 
serve alkali and more rapid recovery than 
a horse not in such condition; and the rate 
of decrease in reserve alkali is accelerated 
in accordance with an increase in the 
speed of the horse and the weight it 
carries. When speed is required to the 
utmost extent, the amount of reserve alkali 
is shown at the minimum 5 to 10 minutes 
after the exercise, and then it increases 
to the normal amount. From this fact it 
is concluded that reserve alkali is a highly 
effective indicator of the capacity of the 
horse when some exercise is imposed on

it. But it is almost valueless as an indi- 
cator when the horse is in the state of 
rest. 


Figures showing the function of serum 
to neutralize acid are increased in ac- 
cordance with improved condition after 
proper training, while they are decreased 
when the horse is heavy or tired. As a re- 
sult of these tests. it is evident that the 
acid-neutralizing function of serum is in- 
creased by 10 per cent or less immediately 
after severe exercise, and 30 minutes after 
exercise it is approximately 10 per cent 
lower than before the exercise. However, 
no relation is observed between these 
changes and the condition of the horse. 
From these results, the function of serum 
to neutralize acid, being different in nature 
from reserve alkali of plasma, presents an 
interesting problem in judging the condi- 
tion of a horse in a state of rest. 

Specific viscosity of serum increases in 
marked degree after short and rapid exer- 
cise, and decreases immediately to the 
normal state. It decreases a little when 
the horse’s condition improves with train- 
ing. but it usually increases when condi- 
tion becomes worse. Therefore it is con- 
sidered that specific viscosity of serum 
indicates. to some extent, changes in con- 
dition. 

Specific gravity of both plasma and 


serum increases more or less after a severe 
exercise, and pH of plasma decreases. 
However, no definite relationship between 
these changes and training condition is 
observed. 


WHOLE BLOOD. As for the volume of 
blood, it is natural that, in comparison 
with the volume of plasma, the volume of 
red cells shows a marked increase after 
rapid exercise. But, contrary to expecta- 
tion, no changes are observed in a horse 
well trained. 


Specific gravity of the whole blood in- 
creases transitorily after severe exercise; 
it increases a little after strict training 
is given, and it decreases when the animal 
is overworked. A considerable change in 
the condition of the horse seems to exer- 
cise influence on the changes in specific 
gravity of the whole blood. 

The red cell sedimentation rate gradu- 
ally becomes slower as condition improves 
with training, while it is accelerated when 
the horse is heavy or in poor condition

due to overwork. These changes are very 
accurate indicators of condition. 

A marked delay in sedimentation is ob- 
served after severe exercise. but it is not so 
obvious when the condition of the horse 
is improved. 

Thus the red cell sedimentation rate 
seems to be a reliable item in the examin- 
ation of the horse in a state of rest and 
also it seems to be an indicator for the 
judgment of condition. This method has 
a practical value because of its easy appli- 
cation. 

Clinical findings and changes in blood 
caused by training or severe exercise are 
summarized in the accompanying table. 


JUDGMENT OF CONDITION. Among 
the items examined (see table), nine are 
considered to have some value in apprais- 
ing the condition of a race horse. Eight of 
these apply to the horse at rest and five 
may be used after exercise. Only one (re- 
serve alkali) is limited to use after exer- 
cise. The items with some significance for 
judging condition are as follows. 

At rest: Pulse, body weight, red cell 
count, hemoglobin, function of blood to 
neutralize acid, specific viscosity of serum, 
specific gravity of whole blood, red cell 
sedimentation rate. 

After exercise: Pulse. red cell count, 
hemoglobin. reserve alkali, red cell sedi- 
mentation rate. 

In the practical judgment of the condi- 
tion of a race horse. such a test should 
be adopted as to indicate the minute 
changes accurately and sharply by means 
of easy and simple measures which give 
results in a short period of time. 

From this point of view. the test of 
reserve alkali of plasma may be considered 
the most effective of the nine tests listed 
above in judging the degree of fatigue, or 
condition after exercising. However, it is 
not practicable for the investigator to re- 
quire a prescribed amount of exercise 
since the horse is hardly available for such 
purpose. As the result of further investi- 
gation. the author found that the body 
weight and red cell sedimentation rate 
offer the simplest and surest method of 
determining changes in the condition of 
a horse at rest. 

Relations between these tests and the 
condition of the horse are summarized as 
follows: 

(1)In case the body weight is increased 
and red cell sedimentation rate acceler- 
ated. This is an evidence that training is 
very light. or that too much feed has been 
given; that is. the horse is at ease or 
heavy. 

(2) In case the body weight is increased 
and red cell sedimentation rate delayed. 
This change occurs when a horse keeps 
up with gradually increased training and 
when its condition is improved by such 
training. 

(3) In case the body weight is decreased 
and red cell sedimentation rate delayed.

This condition appears when the horse is 
adapted to considerably harder training. 
Training can be pushed forward with ex- 
treme care so long as this situation lasts, 
and then the condition reaches its peak. 


(4) In case the body weight is decreased 
and red cell sedimentation rate acceler- 
ated. This type of change shows that the 
horse has fallen into poor condition due 
to overwork and it is necessary to ease up 
on training or to take some steps to elim- 
inate fatigue. 


As indicated by the statement above, it 
is almost impossible to judge the condi- 
tion of the race horse at rest by examining 
only the body weight or only the red cell 
sedimentation rate. In obtaining a correct 
judgment, the training factors are too im- 
portant to be overlooked. However, after 
measuring both the body weight and red 
cell sedimentation at the same time, the 
author found that condition can be de- 
termined with much more ease through 
the combinations in the four cases men- 
tioned above. This method of judgment 
was obtained as the results of experiments 
the author has been conducting on race 
horses for a long time. 

In addition. the author conducted the 
following experiments to confirm these 
conclusions. The degree of fatigue and 
rapidity of recovery were observed by 


measuring the body weight and red cell 
sedimentation rate of numerous saddle 
horses. These horses were trained exactly 
in the same way as a race horse, and they 
were frequently galloped under the same 
conditions. The pulse and reserve alkali 
were taken as reliable indicators of con- 
dition as a result of the studies on race 
horses. 

As the result of the experiments, re- 
lationships between the changes in the 
body weight and in red cell sedimentation 
rate and the condition of the horse were 
clearly confirmed. 


(1) YOUNG HORSES. The method of 
judgment for the race horse can be ap- 
plied to young stock still on the farm. The 
author observed 2-year-olds which were to 
be raced soon afterwards. According to 


his observations, the body weight is in- 
creased in accordance with growth, and 


red cell sedimentation rate is delayed due 


to gradually harder training. In other 
words. when training is light and the 


horse is growing. the body weight increases 
rapidly and red cell sedimentation rate 
tends to be accelerated: while on the 
contrary, when training is too heavy and 
the growth of the colt is hindered more or 
less, the increase in the body weight be- 
comes slower and the red cell sedimenta- 
tion rate is delayed. 

A secret of raising yearlings and 2-year- 
olds lies in the extent to which growth 


balances training. By measuring from time 
to time the body weight and red cell sedi- 
mentation rate, the author found that the 
progress of training can be determined 
correctly in relation to the growth of a 
colt. 


(2) SEDIMENTATION RATE. Being 
deeply interested in the red cell sedimenta- 
tion rate, the author carried out several 
experiments in regard to its indication, as 
well as measuring methods. 

In general, medium titer or one-hour 
reading is adopted for determining the 
red cell sedimentation rate. However, the 
importance of the sedimentation rate lies 
mainly in the condition of sedimentation. 
After studying the problem, the author 
considers it reasonable to indicate the rate

measurement for a long period of time 
and troublesome calculation are required. 
Accordingly the author conducted further 
experiments and found that the reading 
of sedimentation 40 minutes after the be- 
ginning of the experiment has the same 
significance so far as the coefficient is con- 
cerned. The author has applied this 
method of judgment to numerous race 
horses. In most cases the 40-minute reading 
is the best to indicate the sedimentation 
rate. 


CONCLUSIONS. The author observed, 
by using various methods of examination 
and tests. what changes occur in the race 
horse in training. and evaluated these 
methods as indicators of the condition of 
the horse. Body weight and red cell sedi- 
mentation rate. taken together are con- 
sidered the most effective indicators. Since 
the scope of the tests adopted in this ex- 
periment is limited, there may remain for 
further study some problems concerning 
the determination of condition. Every 
method of judgment involves the examina- 
tion of many items and this fact may de- 
velop some difficulty in judgment as well 
as creating more problems in the execution 
of tests. However. the measurement of a 
few items which can be carried out easily 
gives a reliable result.

ART COLLECTION 


The Honorable Richard Tattersall Col- 
lection of rare old racing scenes, prints, 
and etchings of famous horses and official 
Turf records of the 18th and 19th Cen- 
turies was acquired by Dr. Charles H, 
Strub in London while on his trip abroad, 
and has just arrived at Santa Anita Park. 

It is the plan of Los Angeles Turf Club, 
Inc.. to have showings of the collection 
to horsemen and breeders at Santa Anita’s 
meeting next winter, and then to present 
it to Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney for a 
permanent place in the National Museum 
of Racing at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 

Five books, artistically bound in leather, 
with the largest measuring 2 x 214 feet, 
contain the works of art, recorded in detail 
in the personal handwriting of Richard 
Tattersall, who founded the Tattersall Auc- 
tion Sales at Newmarket. Among the his- 
torical documents is the bill of sale of a 
horse made in 1789. 

Prints and etchings of originals by such 
renowned painters of animals as H. B. 
Chalon. T. N. Sartorius. George Townly 
Stubbs. B. Marshall, James Ward, and G. 
Garrurd, among others. are represented in 
large numbers. Great horses of past cen- 
turies such as Volunteer, Anvil, Sweet- 
brier. Protector. Gimcrack. Sweetwilliam, 
Meteor. and Pumpkin are pictured in color. 
There are scores of other famous Thor- 
oughbreds like Sedbury. Mambrino, Pot 
8 O's. Jupiter. Soothsayer, Baronet, Sir 
Peter Teazle and many others. 

Dr. Strub. while in London, also obtain- 
ed some masterpieces that are expected to 
arrive shortly to be added to Santa Anita’s 
outstanding art collection, which is hung 
on the walls of the Turf Club and 
Club House. The Pasadena Art Institute 
found so much interest in the Santa Anita 
paintings and etchings it requested and 
received permission to have their first pub- 
lic exhibition last October.
